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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Acworth  School  Board: 

The  Acwortli  Schools  have  pi-ogressed,  in  spite  of 
severe  attacks  of  colds,  exceptioniy  well  this  year.  Prin- 
cipal Miss  Edith  A.  Noble  is  teaching  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  at  the  South  School  and  Miss  Verna  Crane  the  four 
lower  grades.  At  the  Center  School,  Miss  Maud  Moody 
helped  us  by  substituting  until  we  were  able  to  hire  Mrs. 
Gladys  Murdough  as  a  permanent  teacher.  1  hope  we 
shall  be  able  to  retain  the  present  teachers  for  next  year. 

Teaching  is  hard  work  and  it  is  especially  hard,  in  a 
school  with  all  six  grades,  to  keep  the  pupils'  work  prog- 
ressing according  to  modern  requirements,  to  prepare  each 
day's  work  and  to  correct  papers. 

The  shortage  of  teachers  is  alarming.  Patriotism 
and  higher  salaries  have  called  many  from  the  teaching 
profession  to  other  fields.  It  is  expected  that  many  will 
stop  teaching  as  soon  as  their  contracts  run  out  in  the 
Spring.  I  recommend,  if  possible,  we  hold  the  same 
faculty  for  next  year. 

Financially  the  teachers  have  been  hard  hit.  Teach- 
ers' wages  always  have  been  low,  in  comparison  with 
the  years  of  study  and  the  expense  required  to  prepare  for 
their  work.  According  to  a  study  made  by  the  N.E.A. 
the  cost  of  living  already  has  risen  19 '/i  since  the  war  be- 
gan, but  food  35%  and  clothing  25%  .  The  wages  of  factory 
workers  have  gone  up  597f  but  teachers'  salaries  only  7%. 
Another  inducement  that  kept  teachers  in  their  position 
before  1939  was  that  they  had  no  income  tax  to  pay. 

Considerable  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  South 
School  during  the  summer.  A  few  years  ago  there  was 
some  talk  of  building  a  new  school  building  at  South  Ac- 
worth  but  it  was  voted  in  a  special  district  meeting  to  re- 
pair the  present  building.  About  $400  was  spent  at  that 
time.  Last  spring  the  State  Boai'd  of  Healtli  found  condi- 
tions were  so  bad  that  $1100   more   had   to   be   expended. 
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Considering-  the  war  conditions,  a  splendid  piece  of  work 
has  been  done.  Both  the  building  at  the  South  and  the 
Center  are  cleaned  and  usable. 

Some  improvement  is  still  needed  to  keep  the  South 
School  House  warm.  If  the  walls  were  insulated  and 
storm  windows  were  put  on  during  the  winter  I  am  sure  it 
would  make  the  School  room  more  comfortable. 

Transportation  is  another  serious  problem.  The 
cost  is  higher  and  it  will  soon  be  hard  to  find  good  drivers. 
Without  transportation  however,  we  should  be  forced  to 
open  up  a  large  number  of  small  schools  with  the  difficulty 
of  finding  teachers. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  South  School  has  drop- 
ped below  the  number  allowed  for  two  teachers  which 
means  that  one  teacher  will  have  to  be  dropped  unless  Ac- 
worth  is  willing  to  pay  one  teacher's  salary  without  state 
aid. 

The  cost  of  sending  our  pupils  to  Alstead  has  in- 
creased rapidly.  Alstead  has  found  that  it  is  impractical 
to  educate  the  High  School  children  for  $75.00  tuition,  and 
we  now  have  to  pay  $85.00  per  High  School  pupil.  The 
state  used  to  divide  the  expense  of  transportation  with  the 
district  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  elementary  pupils  is 
to  the  High  School.  Under  new  arrangements,  a  heavier 
burden  has  been  placed  on  the  District. 

Books  are  in  good  condition  and  teachers  find  it 
possible  to  get  along  with  less  supplies  than  would  be  de- 
sirable. 

I  appreciate  the  help  and  sympathy  that  I  received 
from  the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  and  the  pupils  during 
my  sickness.  I  am  sorry  for  the  inconvenience  brought  to 
them  and  wish  to  thank  them  for  the  extra  work  they  so 
willingly  have  done.

School  health  activities  tend  more  and  more  to  spread 
from  the  school  proper  into  the  home  and  communit3\  It  is 
now  taken  for  granted  that  the  various  infectious  diseases 
and  defects  of  eyes,  ears,  teeth,  nose,  throat,  j^eneral  nut- 
rition, posture,  speech,  etc.,  form  the  chief  objects  .sought 
in  routine  health  inspection.  Experience  teaches  that  many 
of  these  irregularities  and  other  important  irregularities 
are  traceable  to  circumstances  and  conditions  which  par- 
ents do  not  recognize  as  unhealthful.  Also  the  measures 
necessary  for  the  correction  of  these  and  other  unfortunate 
sources  of  health  disturbance  often  lie  chiefly  in  the  hands 
of  parents. 

The  nurse  and  teacher,  by  training  and  experience, 
become  able  to  recognize  these  causes  and  often  to  .suggest 
corrective  measures  necessary.  They  may.  therefore,  in 
cooperation  with  the  parents  be  of  great  service.  Both 
nurse  and  teacher  welcome  these  opportunities  for  service, 
I  would,  therefore,  strongly  urge  that  parents  do  not  sim- 
ply wait  for  the  nurse  to  come,  but  tell  the  teacher  when 
they  feel  the  need  of  assistance,  and  when  the  nurse  does 
come,  try  to  get  as  much  help  from  her  as  possible. 

During  the  year  I  made  36  visits  to  the  schools  and  on 
32  occasions  have  visited  the  homes  of  pupils.  I  have  taken 
one  pupil  to  the  eye  clinic  in  Hanover  and  another  to  the 
tuberculosis  clinic.  A  dental  clinic  v.-as  held  on  February 
24th  and  25th,  in  1942.  Thirty-five  pupils  were  found  to 
have  defective  teeth,  and  in  29  pupils  the  defects  were  cor- 
rected at  an  expense  of  $49.00,  of  which  $36 .(K)  was  paid 
by  the  parents  and  $13.00  v/as  provided  pi-ivately.  Many  of 
the  activities  of  the   nurse,    especially   those   done   in  the 
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home,  cannot  be  easily  enumerated.   My  other  activities 
may  be  tabulated  as  follows :
